Group lie claims an imaging apparatus in combination with storage and memory 
structure, which is not found in any other group. 

Group III claims a lens barrel in combination with temperature information stored 
in a data table, which is not found in any other group. 

Group IV claims a camera body that is used for a lens barrel, which is not found 
in any other group. 

None of the claimed inventions recites a common special technical feature to link 
the inventions into a single inventive concept.
